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ATTACHMENT TO ADVISORY ACTION 

1. The amendment filed 2/21/01 under 37 CFR 1.116 in reply to the final rejection has been 
considered but is not deemed to place the application in condition for allowance and will not be 
entered because: 

a. The proposed amendment raises new issues that would require further consideration 
and/or search. More specifically, newly amended independent claim includes a 
semiconductor device including a lightly doped semiconductor substrate of a first 
conduction type, wherein a concentration of an impurity in the semiconductor region of the 
first conduction type is substantially equal to a concentration of an impurity in the 
semiconductor substrate. The primary reference, Kikuda, used in the Office Action mailed 
on 9/12/00 reasonably implies wherein the substrate and the p well had almost equal 
concentration of impurities because the substrate and the p well are labeled "p substrate" 
and "p well M . There is no evidence found within Kikuda implying that the substrate was not 
heavily doped with p type impurities, or that the n well was not doped n type to the point it 
just turned into a structure having n type conductivity characteristics, or that the p well was 
not doped to the point it just turned into a structure having p type conductivity 
characteristics. According to the abovementioned scenario the p well and the substrate 
would have almost equal p type impurity dopant concentrations (wherein the term "almost 
equal" describes a small percentage difference in concentration of p type impurity found in 
the two structures). The instantly claimed invention now limits the substrate to be lightly 
doped. If the substrate of Kikuda were lightly doped, the percentage difference in the 
amount of p type impurity found in the well of Kikuda would be large - thus implying that 
the impurity concentrations within the two structures would not be almost (or substantially) 
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equal. Accordingly, the proposed amendment raises new issues that would require further 
consideration and/or search.
